I was wrong, and when I checked the CE 705 version 
of this series of broadcast, I found that whoever made this transcription 
also noted that two voices were involved in the original broadcast at 
1:16. This also supports my analysis of when Bowley (I presume) broke 
in after BENAVIDES. Nothing earMshaking, but thought you'd want for 
files.
